WASHINGTON  Jhe  85th  Con¬ 
gress  enacted  into  law  legisla¬ 
tion  that  will  have  tyr-reaching 
results  in  the  area  of  church- 
state  relations.  Just  how  much 
that  was  done  will  have  how 
much  effect  nobody  knows  at 
this  time.  But  enough  can  be 
seen  to  indicate  definite  trends 
ahd  developments.

Church-State  Legislation 

llere  is  a  “laundry  list”  of 
legislation  that  cpn<;ems  the 
field  of  religious  liberty  and 
separation  of  church  and  state. 

1.  National  Defense  Education 
Act  of  1958"'  This  is  perhaps  the 
most  important  and  far-reach¬ 
ing  piece,  of  church-state  legis¬ 
lation  of  the  85th  Congress.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  debate  on  the  floor  of 
the  House  of  Representatives 
the  “religion”  problems  in  the 
bill  were  glibly  passed  by  as  if 
they  had  been  removed  or  as  if 
they  were  non-existent.  The  pro- 


er.  The  ultimate  development 
of  this  trend  remains  to  be  seen. 

2.  Public  Health  Service  Act 
(Hill-Burton).  The  85th  Congress 
extended  the  Hill-Burton  Act 
for  another  five  years. 

•  3.  Alien  spouses  and  adopted 
children  of  missionaries.  By  this 
special  legislation  now  the  a- 
dopted  children  and  alien  spous¬ 
es  of  American  missionaries 
may  become  naturalized  citizens 
of  the  United  States  without 
completing  the  ordinary  require¬ 
ments,  if  they  are  otherwise 
qualified  for  citizenship.  This 


puts  alien  spouses  and  adopted 
children  of  missionaries  in  the 
same  category  as  those  of  Unit¬ 
ed  States  military  personnel 
serving  overseas. 

4.  -School  lunches,  milk  for 
children,  and  summer  camps. 
The  National  School  Lunch  Act 
provides  $93.6  millibn  for  the 
1958-59  school  year. 

5.  Tax  exemption.  The  85th 
Congress  was  active  in  this  area. 
Now  private  schools  and  col¬ 
leges  have  the  same  exemption 
from  federal  tax  on  phone  calls, 
transportation,  automobiles  and 


school  buses  as  is  enjoyed  by 
public  schools.  This  will  reduce 
the  tax  income  by  $3  million,  of 
which  $1  million  will  go  to  Cath¬ 
olic  schools  and  the  remainder 
to  other  groups  and  privately 
controlled  colleges  and.  univer¬ 
sities. 

6.  Historic  sites  and  parks. 
Two  public  laws  were  enacted 
to  preserve  and  develop  certain 
church  sites  as  a  national  his¬ 
toric  site  and  a  national  historic 
park. 

7.  Alaskan  statehood.  Steps

resolutions  introduced  into  the 
85th  Congress  (1957-58). 

2.  Technicalities  in  the  bills. 
Many  of  the  bills  introduced 
and  passed  are  long  and  compli¬ 
cated  ahd  replete  with  legal 
language  and  references. 

3.  Lack  of  unified  concepts. 
Neither  the  legislators  nor  the 
church  people  are  united  on  the 
meaning  of  separation  of  church 
and  state.

The  Fing  er  Of  God1} 
Is  Seeking  Leaders

It  was  one  of  those  mornings 
where  Samuel  the  prophet 
would  have  preferred  a  cold  or 
some  other  confinement  to 
keep  him  home.  As  he  had 
breakfast,  God  spoke  the  or¬ 
ders  for  the  day,  “Hurry  this 
morning,  Samuel.  We  are  going 
to  anoint  a  king  for  Israel.” 

“But,  Lord,  Israel  has  a  king. 
You  know  Saul  will  kill  me  if 
he  hears  about  this.  He’s  been 
on  the  war  path  a  good  deal 
these  days,  and  I  don’t  want  his 
fury  turned  on  me.” 

After  reassurance  from  the 
Lord,  Samuel’s  apprehension 
vanished.  Clutching  his  horn 
of  oil,  the  bold  prophet  set  out 
on  a  historic  mission.  The 
bristle  and  stir  in  his  step  was 
similar  to  that  of  a  modern 
secretary  of  state,  valise  tuck¬ 
ed  under  arm,  hurrying  off  to 
another  hemisphere.  But  in  the 
mission  of  Samuel  the  seer 
there  was  a  prophetic  purpose. 

Samuel  was  pleased  and  mar¬ 
veled  at  such  manhood  in  Jes¬ 
se’s  older 


men.  Recommendations  from 
one  who  wants  to  push  another 
out  front  cannot  stand  stronger 
than  the  stern  voice  of  the 
Spirit. 

There  is  a  degree  of  commen¬ 
dation  one  can  give,  it  seems, 
without  disregarding  the  office 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  or  running 
ahead  of  God.  We  are  to  look 
after  one  another  in  fraternal 
love;  this  is  natural  iand  nor¬ 
mal.  The  author  has  given  to 
churches  and  individuals  the 
names  of  available  men  but 
never  without  making  it  clear 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  prayer 
and  deep  searching  for  them  as 
they  let  the  Spirit  guide. 

There  is  a  place  for  human 
instrumentality  in  human  rela¬ 
tions.  There  is  also  a  place 
where  it  ends;  and  that  is  in 
God’s  domain  of  discretion  and 
decision.  We  are  prone  to  in¬ 
vade,  and  sometimes  usurp,  the 
Spirit’s  office  of  selecting  and 
setting  apart  whom  he  chooses. 
God  has  never  relinquished  or 
relegated  his  work  of  calling 
leaders. 

Such  dependence  upon  God 
is  urged  in  seeking  a  man  for 
pastor,  for.  an  institution,  or 
for  any  denominational  post. 
Depending  more  on  ourselves 
and  less  on  God  makes  us,  not 
more  stalwart,  but  starved  and 
spiritually  impoverished.

—  revival  meetings,  lumber 
camps,  any  place  he  saw  people 
without  Jesus  as  their  Saviour.

River-People  ofManaos 


In  Manaos,  a  thousand  miles  up  the  Amazon  River, 
where  the  river  is  still  mites  wide  and  300  feet  deep,  I  saw 
thousands  of  floating  houses,  some  of  them  just  little  boats 
four  or  five  feet  wide  and  maybe  twenty  feet  long.  In  each 
of  these  tiny  boats,  anywhere  from  seven  or  eight  to  a  dozen 
people  are  crowded  together  all  their  life-time:  cooking, 
eating,  sleeping,  living  together  in  that  floating  house,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  garbage  and  filth.  Thousands  of  these  boats  and 
houses  bumped  each  other  on  the  waters  of  the  mighty  Ama¬ 
zon — with  no  one  to  minister  to  them.  Why*  Because,  pre¬ 
sently,  we  have  only  one  couple  and  one  young  lady  -fhr  that 
city  of  150,000  and  for  that  area  that  is  three  times  the  size 
of  Texas!  There  are  five  Baptist  churches  in  Manaos,  but 
only  two  pastors.  One  pastor  spends  nine  or  ten  months 
out  of  the  city  each  year,  and  the  other  has  to  supplement 
his  income  by  teaching  in  one  of  the  city  schools.  Transpor¬ 
tation  is  slow,  most  of  it  being  done  by  river  launch.  Are  we 
willing  to  pay  the  price  in  money  and  personnel  that  the 
world  may  be  won  to  Christ?

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Graham  Says 
He’ll  Conduct 
Chicago  Crusade 
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Missionary-Minded 
Men  Is  R.  A.  Aim 


CHICAGO  (RNS)  —  Evange¬ 
list  Billy  Graham  has  announc¬ 
ed  he  will  conduct  a  10  to  12- 
week  crusade  here  “in  all  prob¬ 
ability”  in  1961  or  1962. 

His  statement  came  soon  af¬ 
ter  the  Church  Federation  of 
Greater  Chicago,  to  avoid  a 
split,  decided  not  to  join  in 
sponsoring  the  Graham  cam¬ 
paign. 

The  evangelist,  who  was  rea¬ 
ched  by  telephone,  said,  “In  all 
probability,  if  arrangements 
can  be  made  and  a  suitable 
meeting  place  cfin  be  found,  we 
will  come  to  Chicago  in  the 
Lord’s  own  time.”  He  added  this 
will  likely  happen  in  “1961  or 
1962.” 

"1  don't  think  there  will  be 
any  problem  in  church  support 
and  organization  (of  the  cru¬ 
sade),”  he  said. 

»Mr.  Graham  called  the  feder¬ 
ation’s  decision  a  “wise”one  in 
that  it  avoided  “bringing  em¬ 
barrassment  to  many  of  the 
churches  who,  for  various  rea¬ 
sons”  felt  they  could  not  sup¬ 
port  a  mass  evangelistic  effort. 

“We  consider  ourselves  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Holy  Spirit,”  he 
said. 

16  Bodies  Favor 

In  the  federation  poll,  16  mem¬ 
ber  bodies  representing  295,000 
people  favored  a  Graham  cru¬ 
sade,  but  10  denominations  rep¬ 
resenting  3  3  0,000  members 
“could  not  be  counted  on  offi¬ 
cially  to  give  support,”  report¬ 
ed  Dr.  John  W.  Harms,  federa¬ 
tion  executive  vice-president. 
Four  bodies  opposed  the  project 
openly. 

The  evangelist,  however,  said 
he  was  “greatly  encouraged 
that  such  a  large  and  substan 
tial  number  of  churches  have 
voted  to  support  such  a  crusade. 

Mr.  Graham  said  that  arran¬ 
gements  for  a  crusade  should 
be  made  by  “an  independent 
committee  of  laymen  and  cler¬ 
gymen,  made  up  of  all  branch¬ 
es  of  Protestantism,  that  are 
willing  to  participate  in  the 
crusade — both  within  and  with¬ 
out  the  federation.” 

Meanwhile  crusade  propon¬ 
ents,  in  and  out  of  the  federa¬ 
tion,  continued  to  point  out  the 
city's  need  for  Billy  Graham 
and  his  method  of  mass  evan¬ 
gelism  and  are  laying  plans  to 
organize  broad  support.

chiatrist  says

help  myself 
from  now  on.  Do  you  have  any 
suggestions? 

ANSWER:  Yes,  manjr  people 
have  to  fight  a  depression  with¬ 
out  much  help.  There  are  some 
things  we  can  do  for  ourselves. 

Try  resisting  these  dark  thou¬ 
ghts  about  yourself.  They  will 
poison  you.  All  depressives  run 
themselves  down  and  feel  in¬ 
adequate. 

Second,  accept  your  anger. 
All  depressed  people  have  turn¬ 
ed  anger  back  on  themselves. 
Their  conscience  will  not  let 
them  feel  their  true  anger. 

Third,  learn  to  play  This 
may  sound  trivial.  Actually  it  is 
very  significant.  Depressives  are 
notorious  for  their  failure  to  live 
a  well  balanced  life,  and  espe¬ 
cially  do  they  neglect  play. 

Fourth,  remember  that  you 
may  feel  that  God  is  a  million 
miles  from  you,  but  this  does 
not  change  the  fact.  God  is  “not 
far  from  every  one  of  us”  (Acts 
17:27).  Know  that  God  under¬ 
stands  your  emotional  problem, 
and  he  is  “touched  with  the  feel¬ 
ing  of  our  infirmities”  (Heb.  4: 
15).
